The president’s message to the foreign governm ents was given 
to the embassies of the foreign nations involved, for transmission to 
their home governments. 
The first of the w*eok the administration was disinclined to of­ 
fer Its good offices, believing it wrould be more successful to wait 
until after some decisive crisis such as an enorm ous battle before 
taking the step. 
The enormity of the war crisis, however, d eterm in ­ 
ed President Wilson th a t it was his duty to make this effort to clear

Out of all this has come a recog­ 
nition by housewives that good milk 
is worth more than poor milk; that

ease and death.
